No million-dollar 
winner, but YMCA 
benefit raises $9,000

Eighty-four golfers competed for fun and prizes Aug. 20 in the 
13th annual Tri-City Area YMCA golf tournament at the Legacy 
golf course. 

The tournament raised about $9,000 for the local YMCA, 
Executive Director Rich Wittman said. 

‘This event helps us provide programs for children who would 
otherwise not be able to afford it,” Wittman said. 

The team of Joe Juneau, Joe Malench, Bernie Fahey and 
Brooks Brestel took first place in the championship flight of the 
four-person scramble event, shooting an 18 under par 53. 

Several local businesses sponsored teams, including Rite 
Electric, Prairie Farms Dairy, SBI Electric Erectors, Nestle, 
Magna Bank, and Granite City Steel.

Coupty group would run shelter

The Madison County Humane 
Society and the Collinsville 
Humane Society may be 
merging within the next few 
weeks. 

The Collinsville group 
requested the merger earlier 
this month. 

Collinsville Humane Society 
President Debbie Bumgardner 
said her 13-year-old organization 
asked the Madison County 
agency on Aug. 16 to consider 
taking over the animal shelter 
on Simpson Place in 
Collinsville. 

“We’re more than willing to 
do that as long as we can 
continue to supply a good 
adoption service,” said MCHS 
President Ledy VanKavage of 
Collinsville. ‘“We're real excited 
about the possibility of this 
merger because it will benefit 
the animals in the long run. “But 
we can’t do it without the 
support of the Collinsville 
community.”” 

Bumgardner said a waning 
number of volunteers, her job 
situation and a belief that 
competition between the two 
groups was unwarranted led to 
the request. 

“This would mean the end of 
infringing on each other’s 
capabilities (to raise money) 
and of duplicating efforts,’’ 
Bumgardner said. ‘Instead of 
constantly beating your head 
against the wall raising money, 
you can focus your efforts on 
the animals.’’ 

Bumgardner said that some 
ill feelings between the two 
groups — expressed rather 
vocally by both sides — were 
“carryovers” from past boards. 

Those feelings were a direct 
result of the two groups 
competing for money and 
volunteer support, she said. 

“We hope that the people in 
Collinsville will view this as 
something positive. It isn’t 
something we’re being forced to 
do — it’s something that both 
sides want,” Bumgardner said. 

Bumgardner, VanKavage and 

Police Chief John Swindle met 

last Friday. 

Swindle said Wednesday that 
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he was waiting for a list from 
the MCHS outlining exactly 
what the group would be doing 
and what it would expect from 
the city before taking the 
proposal to the Collinsville City 
Council. 

Swindle said that Dwight 
Taylor, corporate counsel, 
would have to draw up an 
agreement between the city and 
MCHS — and the city would 
have to approve it — before the 
arrangement would be 
complete. 

Swindle said that currently 
the city pays the salary and 
benefits for animal control 
officer T.J. Pegues and another 
part-time officer and also 
maintains the shelter. 

Without anyone else to run the 
shelter, Swindle said the entire 
expense — including the 
animals’ food and medical care 
— would fall back into his 
budget for the police 
department. 

Bumgardner said the 
Collinsville Humane Society’s 
annual budget was a maximum 
of $50,000. 

That expense could also mean 
that animals would only be kept 
for a few days and then be 
euthanized. Through the 
Humane Society here, 800 to 
1,000 animals each year spend 
extended time at the shelter, 
with one-third to one-half being 
adopted. 

The shelter can keep a 
maximum of 20 dogs and 15 to 
20 cats at one time. 

“*(Without a humane society) 
there wouldn’t be anyone 
available to provide adoption 
services and I’d have to absorb 
the entire cost of maintaining 
the shelter,’’ Swindle said. 
“Basically, we need each 
other.”” 

_ VanKavage said one 
immediate thing she would like 
to focus on would be raising the 
adoption level in Collinsville, 
which is currently between 18 
and 40 animals per month. 


Alton group 
on verge 


of extinction 


ALTON — An animal welfare 
agency is on its last financial 
leg and is calling on corporate 
backing to help it stay on its 
feet. 

- Officials of the Alton Area 
Animal Aid Association fear 
they may have to put an end to 
the shelter that has housed 
unwanted animals for the past 
28 years. . 

“TI keep hoping that_things 
will pick up,’’ said 5A’s Director 
Bill Stuart. ‘I’m afraid I’m los- 
ing it. We’ve been struggling all 
summer and right now I don’t 
foresee any great improve- 
ments.’” 

The shelter’s average expens- 
es run about $7,300 a month, 
Stuart said. Without corporate 
support, Stuart said, the shelter 
may have to close its doors. 

“We have a few loyal contrib- 
utors who send money every 
month and that is greadly 
appreciated,’’ Stuart said. “But 
what we really need is some 
corporate backing. I’ve tried 
and tried to get help and I keep 
running into dead ends.” 

Five A’s depleted most of its 
savings last year when it built 
three new units to house the 
hundreds of homeless dogs and 
eats it routinely cares for. A 
generous contribution from a 
private citizen funded much of 
the construction. 


“T realize it seems like we’re 
always begging for help,’’ he 
said. “I just don’t know what 
else to do. We take in so many 
animals. We can’t turn them 
away. If we did, there would be 
literally dozens of homeless 
dogs and cats running the 
streets.” 


The shelter, which is current- 
ly caring for about 150 dogs and 
80 cats, has had a string.of bad 
luck in recent months. Three 
new air-conditioning units blew 
out last month and the agency’s 
van is out of commission with 
engine troubles. 


“‘We were able to get the air 
conditioners repaired, but the 
van — it’s just sitting out 
here,’’. Stuart said. “‘Sometimes 
I feel. like this place is cursed. 
Every time we get a little bit 
ahead, something major goes” 
wrong.”” i 


Stuart said the shelter has a 
few fund-raising ideas in the 
works, but it may be months 
before they pan out.

If 
you'd like a garden that 
draws admiring stares from 
passers-by, a perennial 
garden is a great way to 
accomplish it. 


Divisions, known as young 
plants separated from the 
parent plant, will fill in space 
quickly. You can take 
divisions from your. own 
plants or exchange them 
with a friend or neighbor. 
When you divide perennials, 
you're separating the plant 
crown or grouping of bulbs 
into segments. Here are 
some ways to divide 
perennials. 


Perennials are considered 
permanent plants, so you 
don't have to replace them 
every year. Of course that 
means a little extra care 
when planning the garden. 


Most perennials will bloom 
for a few weeks. Some bloom 
longer and may produce a 
second, less intense bloom if 
the plants are cut back after 
the first display fades. 
Others are grown strictly for 
their foliage, and these 

provide interest during the 

times when flowering is at a 

minimum. 


Dig up the plant. Insert two 
spading forks back to back 
into the clump and bring the 


fork handles together, prying 
the clump apart. For tightly 


massed perennials like 
daylily and phlox, dig up the 
clump and chop it into 
squares with a shovel or 
spade. Some perennials, 
such as hosta, form multiple 
crowns. To divide them, 
remove only the young, out- 
lying segments, leaving the 
parent plant in place. 


The color possibilities are 
virtually endless, and 
naturally, the color scheme 
in your garden is entirely up 
to you. Select the colors and 
combinations you like best. 


Another factor that must 
be taken into consideration 
when planning a perennial 
garden is height and shape. 
A 2-foot tall plant in front of 
one that grows to only six 
inches wouldn't create the 
ideal garden. It's sort of like 
arranging all the relatives for 
the family photo. Taller ones 
in the back, please. 


After dividing, plant the 
segments as you would any 
perennial. You don't have to 
plant just perennials; bulbs 
and annuals make good 
additions also, but you'll 
have to wait until spring to 
plant the annuals. 


Newly planted seeds, 
divisions and transplants 
must be well protected 
during winter. Apply a two- 
to four-inch thick layer of 
mulch over their root zones 
after a few hard freezes. This 
will offer them plenty of 
winter protection. 


Perennials have different 
requirements as to light, soil 
and moisture. If the plants 
you choose all have the 
same care requirements, life 
will be much easier for you 
and the plants. If you desire 
plants that have different 
needs, try to at least group 
the similar ones together. 


Okay, if you're ready to 
plant, here's how to do it. 
Spread a 2” to 4" layer of 
peat moss, compost or 
manure over the soil. Then 
apply a flowering plant 
fertilizer such as Frank's 
Flower and Garden Food. 
Work these items into the 
soil, tilling to a depth of at 
least 8 inches. Rake the bed 
after tilling to remove large 
clumps and to make a 
smooth planting bed.
